This is a decision on applicants' "SECOND RENEWED PETITION UNDER 
37 CFR 1.48(a)" filed in the Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) on 03 June 1997, which 
again requests that the inventorship of the application be corrected by the addition of a 
fourth inventor, Dr. Susan Varghese. The present petition was accompanied by, inter alia, a 
statement of assent of the assignees. The petition is GRANTED as discussed below. 

On 20 March 1997, this Office mailed a decision dismissing an first renewed 
petition under 37 CFR 1.48 on the grounds that an acceptable statement of assent of the 
assignees had not been filed. 

A review of the application file reveals that, with the filing of the present second 
renewed petition and statement of assent of the assignees, the requirements of 37 CFR 1.48 
have now been satisfied.
